"We have loaned to corporations 
sonic (if ibc functions of the govern- 
ment; we have given them tbe right to 
take private property for public pur- 
poses; we have permitted them to 
usurp our franchises In the highways, 
in the rivers and over tlic bridges; wo 
have permitted them, for public pur- 
poses, to string wires across the coun- 
try, yet agent* of th*' governmental 
functions bequea^ad to them have too 
often foiRutten t|itt these potent func- 
tions of government so loaned to them, 
If used, must be Justly and fairly and 
legally exercised. 

"For many purposes the income of 
these corporations is but another name 
for taxation.to the extent that that rep- 
resent the government; to that extent 
is their income an excise ^x. They 
can bo more discriminate against one 
citizen as against another than the 
state could impose Its taxes upon one 
to tbe exemption of another. If they 
exerciss tbs right Of emlnmt domain, 
they mn*t alao a«b]*eC th*m**lT** to 
the principles of a comMpn carrier. If 
they occupy our streets they must be 
amenable to the rule* and regulations 
of the mvnJolpalUy irhersta Ui*y eslst. 

If yon lov* jNmr eo«itrp, Jf iwk love 
the oppressed, if you are patriate, you 
will not submit to aggressions and tbe 
subverting of the rights of the common 
man, either by bribery for position, or 
for the emoluments of offlce, but when- 
ever and wherever you see tyranny in 
any form, oppression under any guise, 
the using o the forms of government to 
unlawfully build up private estates at 
tbe expense of the cohiin*a vrelfhr*, be 
men and rise above the banefdl Influ- 
ence that would work your own de- 
struction.** ■

Tbe petition charges combination to 
control the oatpnt and prioea in pint to- 

i)arco, ill violation of the State antitrust 
law and against public policy. It chargee, 
also, that in 1890 the Continental Com- 
pany absorbed the other four compauiea 
and had undertaken -to keep them alive 
as separate companies, but that the Con- 
tinental Company eontrolled their out- 
put and pricee; thiitone of tbero stopped 
doing business at the direction of the 
trust, throwing juany people out of em- 
ployment.

— Several 
members and officers of Col. Colson's 
regiment returned here towlSy from An* 
nieton, Ala. A j'OMnff officer, who was 
over the room at the time of the shooting 
and near enough to hear the voices and 
words that passed, and entered the room 
at the time tbe fight was concluding, 
said: "There seemed to have been a 
prearranged plot among the frienda of 
Scott to give Ool. Ooleon tbe worst of it. 
When Blakeman began to curse Col. 
Qolson, and the latter pulled bis ears. 
Scott fired at once. Ool. Oolaon'a friends 
claim lie did not fire a shot. ThepTovost 
guard covered Major OoUier and die 
artned him at the' beginning of the fight, 
and before he had an opportunity to 
show friendship to Colson.^After Col 
Colson had been disarmed the provost 
guard struck him in tha taoa and mis- 
treated him. 

" The provost guard retained Col. Col 
son's weapon, and it has not b^n shown 
4lietber there ware empty cartridges." 

Some of Col. Colson's friends believe 
that it was understood thatColsoniwasto 
be provoked into a figbt and than nivan 
tbe worst of it. 

Tbe Lexington Leader interviewed Pri- 
vate Beecher Holliday in regard to the 
affair. Mr. Holliday said : "Tba trouble 
between Col. Colson and Lieat Soott be- 
gan about Qoartarmastar Albright, of 
Middlesborougb, tba brother-in-law of 
Col. Colson. It aaama that Albright 
made some nmarks about the manner in 
which Scott conducted guard mount. 
6<-ott heard it and told Col. Colson that 
he would do something or other to Al- 
bright if it was repeated. One day Col. 
Colson remarked in Scott's presence that 
the Fourth bad the best Quartermaster 
in the army. Scott said that Col. Colson 
was the only one who thought so. After 
this their relations were strained, and, of 
course, grew worse. Among some of tbe 
officers there was a good deal of bad feel- 

"When we learned that the regiment 
waa to be mustered out, partially because 
of the ScottrColson trouble, we began to 
wear Scott buttons. Col. Colson did not 
want the regiment muttered out. Neither 
did be like the Scott buttons. 

"Scott was drunk nearly all the time 
iu town and never attended to any of his 
duties. He once whipped a Major of the 
First Alabama and some of his compan- 
ions because they jibed bim about the 
trouble with Colson." 

"Other privates of the Fourth were 
seen," adds the I.«ader, "concerning tbe 
t'ouble. "From their statements the con- 
clusion Is drawn that a very bad state of 
affairs existed in the regiment, there be- 
ing but little discipline and much disor-
